A LIEN LAW. 


| We give below the Law passed in 1844, for the es- 

j pecial benefit of the city and county of New York, and 

\call upon our friends to petition the Legislature now in 

| session to extend its provisions to every city and village 

in the State. It is a well known fact that the Working- 

'men of the city and county of New York, can procure 

| the passage of any law for their especial benefit, that 

| they undertake, and it is equally well known that to 
extend their provisions out of that favored spot isa 
partes scarcely thought of, and if thought of, almost 
impossible to accomplish. And why is this? We will 
i you: it is because the Workingmen of that city 
have made themselves feared; they have told their Leg- 
islators, if you do not this thing, you can stay at home 

iim future,—and they have kept their word. If the 

Workingmen of other portions of the State would do as 
ithey have, they would soon have a lien Law, that 
| would meet their wants. But to the law: 

AN ACT for the better security of mechanics and oth- 
ers erecting buildings and furnishing materials 
therefor, in the city and county’of New York. 

Passed April 29, 1844. 


The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows:

The amount of any judgment which may be recovered 
by such person against such contractor, or the amount 
which, by their written statement, to be signed by 
them as aforesaid, shall be specified to be due to such 
person from such contractor, shall be paid by such 
owner, or his said agent, to such person; and when so 

aid shall be deemed to be a payment of such amount 

y the said owner, on the contract made with such 
owner, or his said agent. And if such owner, or his 
said agent, shall refuse or neglect to pay such sum, af- 
ter being served with such statement, or a transcript of 
the docket of such judgment for ten days after being 
requested so to do, the clerk of said city and county, 
on having filed with him a duplicate copy of said state- 
ment, with the affidavit of such person that it is a true 
copy thereof, and of the delivery thereof to such own- 
er, as required by this section, or on having filed with 
him a transcript of the. docket of such judgment, and 
an affidavit of a demand of the said owner, or his said 
agent, ten days prior thereto, of the amount thereof, 
and of his refusal or neglect to pay, may issue an exe- 
cution in favor of such person against such owner, in 
form as upon a judgment recovered in assumpsit, on 
the day of the attaching of such lien, reciting that such 
exeeution is issued pursuant to the tenth section of this 
act, which execution shall be subject in all respects 
to the jurisdiction and contro! of the court of common 
pleas of said city and county to make such order in 
respect to the same as shall be just between the parties, 
according to their rights as defined and regulated by 
this act. For such execution the clerk shall be entitled 
to a fee of one dollar, which shall be collected under 
such execution, in addition to the amount therein di- 
rected to be collected thereby, and the fee pre- 
scribed by law for making such collection. 

§ 11. Any person who shall furnish materials or per- 
form labor in the erecting, altering, or repairing any 
house or other building or appurtenances, may certify 
to the owner or his agent, at any time previous to or 
during the progress of the work, that such person will 
discharge the owner or his agent, from any liability as 
to liens, and sueh certificate, executed by himself in 
presence of a subscribing witness, shall be conclusive 
upon such person in barring him from the benefit of a 
lien by virtue of this act. 

§ 12. This act shall take effect thirty days after its 
passage. 


PRISON MECHANICS. 

Every person who has paid the least attention to our 
Legislative ah geben in years gohe by, must have 
noticed the great number of petitions which have con- 
stantly been presented to do away with Mechanical 
Labor in our State Prisons. The reasons for this radi- 
cal change have so frequently and universally been urg- 
ed, as to be nh’ familiar with all intelligent per® 
sons, and to repeat that the plan of stigmatizing the me- 
chanic arts by sentencing the most depraved and vici- 
ous of the race, to learn a trade, is working incalcula- 
ble wrong, to a large portion of useful and respectable 
citizens, is of about as much use as to repeat that ‘‘ Hon- 
esty is the best policy.”” Inasmuch as the State fur- 
nishes hundreds of fresh journeymen every year, from 
Auburn and Sing Sing, to mingle with and assist in 
forming the character of the mechanic, itis not so verv 
strange after all, that he is occupying too low a rank 
in society. We will say nothing at this time, in rela- 
tion to the ruinous competition which Prison labor forces | 
upon us—of the steam engines, furniture, &c., &c., sold 
in this market from Auburn-—while honest reputable 
mechanics are ‘‘ lying on their oars,”’ or forced to work 
at prices that will enable the employer to compete with 
prison labor. The fruitful topic we will not now dis- 
cuss. We can reconcile ourselves to this outrage with 
a tolerable grace—for we confess that stealing our 
purse, is poor petit larceny—the poorest kind, at least 
—but we would not be robbed of ourgoodname. We 
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are by no means proud of the associates which the state 
furnishes us with at our own expense. It is true that 
some of the convicts may have been reformed, and 
ought to be referred to confidence and to society, and 
will never again be caught robbing, counterfeiting or 
breaking the heads of their fellows, but we have a great 
dislike to these “‘ prison birds.’” We have no desire 
to introduce them into our families and would prefer 
to have our own associates come from other shops, than 
th@se of the prisons. ; 

The various mechanical branches have nearly all 
shared the odium and injustice, which the state has thus 
heaped upon them, by compelling criminals and out-| 
casts, to learn as a punishment for their crimes, some, 
useful trade. When a villian takes it into his head to. 
steal a horse or break into his neighbor’s house and rob | 
him of his goods, he is soon arrested, and after his’ 
lawyer has appropriated to his own use the avails of, 
the stolen property, which in this stage of proceedings | 
is called ‘‘ counsel fees, retainer’? &c., which Is soon | 
expended in jewelry, forty dollar shawls, and the thou-| 
sand expensive gew-gaws with which their wives and | 
daughters are flaunting through the streets, locking, 
down with contempt upon the honest mechanic. The | 
thief being thus bankrupted, is started off pennyless to | 
Auburn, and is punished with the awful infliction of be- 
ing compelled to learn a trade! He might have been 
hanged, or horse-whipped, or placed in solitary confine- 
ment—but our most humane, gracious lawyers and ru- 
lers gravely conclude, that the next milder punishment 
shall be meted out to him—he shall surrender to their 
keeping what money he has—and become a mechanic! 

We have ever protested against this injustice; and 
had we the voice of thunder we would proclaim against 
it until it ceased. It is no wonder that our statesmen 
educate their sons for the professions, rather than see 
them become the associates of felons. It is not sur- 
prising that our Legislators and professional men, have 
much feeling on this subject, and resort to every means 
to make any thing but mechanics of their sons, while 
the discharged convicts of the State, are without ex- 
ception, to become their companions. Lawyers, doc- 
tors military officers, ministers, any thing rather than 
be a mechanic. 

Now we believe these culprits are as well suited, by 
their habits and inclinations to become professional 
men as mechanics. Indeed, we are sorry to state that 
the prison statistics inform us that a very large propor- 
tion of the convicts; which the State is transforming 
into mechanics, have been eminent lawyers, doctors, 
divines, &c. And what response shall we get fromthe 
lawyer, if, instead of transforming rogues into mechan-| 
ics, we propose to establish a class at Auburn for ac-’ 

uiring a knowledge of the subtleties and trickery of 
that profession, of another at Sing Sing to study anato-} 
my, compounding medicines, quack nostroms, &e?| 
and of another to study divinity? Should we not be! 
denounced and derided by every professional man 4 
the State? What, a convicted felon, transformed in a) 
dungeon by the State into a lawyer, a doctor, or a di-! 
vine! There would be no end to the eloquent appeals | 
to avert so gross an outrage. And yet we hear of no| 
remonstrances going forth from the professions, to save | 
oy sma from this outrage upor his feelings and 
rights. 

7 will be difficult, we believe, to find any mechanic 
who would inflict so great an evil on any of the pro-) 
fessions, as to desire that the prisoners should all be’ 
transformed into lawyers or doctors, and so lov g as this} 
among other wrongs is suffered exclusively by the me-| 
chanic, there will be no want of material out of which | 
to make up independent organizations to effect reforms, | 
and our professional friends and party politicians may 
expect to see large numbers of intelligent mechanics, 
seize hold of them, at every favorable point, battling | 
for their own rights, and their country’s honor.—|

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Skillful artisans can be secured to any country only 
by thorough apprenticeship; and this is, in many cases, 
| prevented by the interest or caprice of individuals, if it 
‘is not regulated and protected by legislative acts. In 
Sngland, men are prevented by law from practicing 
any mechanic art, as master-workmen or journeymen, 
unless they have served an apprenticeship of seven 
years. In this country, any person may practice any 
trade, whether he has served any time at it or not, and 
even whether he knows anything of it or not. 
Palpable abuses of apprenticeship are common in 
our country, and greatly need correction. A funda

use of tools.’? This presents an opportunity to an ap- 

rentice who has obtained some knowledge of the trade 
he is learning, to procure more wages than he is reali- 
, zing where he is, and, as he is not indented, he leaves 
his master and hires himself as a ‘* turnover,’? which 
is a rank between an apprentice and a journeyman. 

The unavoidable result of this course is the filling of 
the mechanical trades with pretenders, who know very 
little of the arts which they profess to practice, and the 
country with bad workmanship, Out of this state of 
things has grown the reproachful proverb, that ‘* a me- 
chanic who does not know how to slight his work, has 
only half learned his trade.” It is likewise the reason 
why foreign mechanics so often have the preference 
over our native ones; they having served a regular time 
at the art, while so many of those of our own country 
have merely ‘‘ Picked up their trade.’’ 

The remedy for this is difficult to prescribe. The 
statutes of the States should be invoked as one correct- 
ive, but how far this can be extended perhaps experi- 
ence alone would show. neg wee is so very change- 
able in the United States, that an apprentice could 
scarcely be expected to commence and end a reason- 
able apprenticeship under the same statutory regula- 
tions. Reliance is probably chiefly to be placed on 
that great and common corrector of evils in this coun- 
'try—general intelligence. 

An apprentice should serve at least five or six years, 
under competent instructions, before he professes to be 
a master inhis art. The general diffusion of knowl-

fg Failure or success in a given pursuit is no test 
of capacity or incapacity. Unfavorable and unavoid- 
able circumstances, so far as individual exertions are 
involved, often fix men in positions but poorly adapted 
to the cultivation and happy direction of their strongest 
tendencies of mind. They have talent, but it is so 
stinted in growth, that it may never be manifest to the 
world, nor rendered conductive to their own worldly 
benefit or happiness. This idea, based npon an immu- 
table principle of the human mind, is one of most com- 
mon acceptation and credit, and yet less acted upon, 
perhaps, in the choice or selection of a business, than 
any other of equal importance, if in fact, there can 
be another that will weigh with it in momentous con- 
sequences to the apprentice. Let parents and guar- 
dians ponder this subject well.

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READING RAILROAD COMPANY. 
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The annexed resolution has been reported in the Le- 
gislature of Pennsylvania, and will, without doubt, pass 
and become a law. We give it for the benefit of 
whom it may concern, leaving it for them to judge 
whether it will have a favorable or unfavorable effect 
upon the actual value of the bonds and stock now in 
existence : 

For the purpose of: enabling the Philadelphia and 
Reading Railroad Company to discharge the indebted- 
ness of said company, or any part thereof, and for pro- 
viding the requisite number of cars, engines, and oth- 
er machinery and appurtenances, it shall and may be 
lawful for the stockholders of said company at any 
special and adjourned meeting, to authorize the Presi- 
dent and Managers to create, issue, and dispose of such 
an amount of stock or loan, on such terms, or at such 
prices, as the said stockholders may deem proper, and 
at such time or times as the President and Managers 
may deem most expedient and conductive to the inter- 
ests of the company, as will enable said company to 
carry out the purposes aforesaid ; which stock so issued 
shall be deemed and taken as preferred stock, if the 
stockholders shall have so directed, and be entitled to 
be first paid such a dividend as the stockholders at their 
said meetings shall have ordained, authorized, and di- 
rected, (if the profits of the current year shall be suffi- 
cient for the purpose ) before any dividend shall be paid 
to the other stock ot said company. Provided that the 
stock or bonds to be issued under this act, shall be dis- 
posed of in a manner, and for a price not less than the 
minimum which may be fixed upon by the stockhold- 
ers, at the meeting aforesaid. And provided further, 
that none of the money arising from said stock so issued 
by this act, shall be appropriated to any other use or 
purpose whatever than those before mentioned.

His simple machinery has to be 


placed every time he resumes it. -Thus, although the 
workmanship of the silk and cotton fabrics pe superior 
to the productions of all other countries, we must ob 

serve that the natives of India can by no means pretend 
to compete with the European nations in the rapidity 
of their production. They are more especially inferi- 
or to England and America, where mechanism has ar- 
rived at such a state of perfection as almost to perform 
its labor without the assistance of man. 

Both arts and manufactures are, generally speaking, 
but very little known among savages. This partly ari- 
ses from their want of those theoretical principles which 
the practical men of more enlightened countries find 
so exceedingly valuable to them. But it may, in a 
great measure, be traced to the practice which obtains 
among them of each man manufacturing for himself all 
the articles he wants, however dissimilar the uses for 
which they are required, und the process by which they 
are manufactured. The consequence of savages en 

gaging thus in av kirds of work is, naturally, that 
they perform none well. The same hand shapes the 
canoe and the hatchet; and manufactures the rude spear 
and wields it for a subsistence. Though savages are 
on this account, apparently at least, much more inde 

pendent of each other than civilized men, yet they are 
proportionably poorer, more helpless, and more desti- 
tute of resources. Destitute of arts and manufactures, 
they can neither produce in perfection the articles they 
most need, nor enter into profitable commerce, with 
other nations who could supply them with the articles 
they want. 

In some of the civilized countries which are of very 
considerable extent, and peopled but scantily, the in 
habitants ave compelled to follow the example of say 
ages in the multiplicity of their occupations. In such 
countries there is always some one occupation of such 
paramount importance to the inbabitants, that no con 
siderable number of them can be exempted from taking 
a part in it, in order to apply themselves to the exclu 
sive practice of the handicraft which supply men with 
their implements, utensils, clothing, &. In Norway 
and Russia this is. very observable. In those countries 
the great majority of the working population are obliged 
to attend to agriculture, mining, felling and transport- 


ing the trees with which their vast forests abound 

The consequen-e is, that there are scarcely enough of 
home manufactures to supply the wants of the opulent, 
who ean give a good price for the various articles of 
which they stand in need ; and the peasantry are obliged 
to make for themselves almost all the articles whieh 
they require for the assistance of their labor, the eloth- 
ing of their persons, or the furnishing of their houses 
When persons are thus driven to a multiplicity of oc- 
cupatioas, the necessary consequence is, that they do 
nothing well. Every article they produce costs four or 
five times the labor it would a person whose chief oc- 
cupation lay in the production of it; and, notwithstand- 





ing this excess of labor, is but a very inferior article 
after all.

‘ Washington, March 4, 1848. 

Frrenp Tanner :—It is my painful duty to an- 

nounce to you, (as ’ere this, you have heard ,) the death 
of the venerable Ex-President, J. Q. Apams. He 
was on Monday, the 2ist of February, struck with 
paralysis, while sitting in his seat in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, which termisated his mortal career on 
Wednesday night, at about a quarter past seven o’clock. 
The last and ever-to-be-remembered words of the il- 
lustrious octogenarian were, “‘ THIS1s THE END OF 
EARTH—I AM ComposepD.”’ He died, surrounded 
by his family, his physicians, and the Massachusetts 
delegation, who watched over the couch of the dying 
patriarch with a tenderness which only deep-rooted af- 
fection can inspire, until his spirit returned to the God 
who gave it. He died, as Roman patriots would have 
died,—in the Senate House. The manner of his death 
strikingly resembles that of the distinguished Lorp 
CruaTuaM, and his last words, calm resignation and 
peaceful death, calls to my mind the dying exclama- 
tion of the immortal poet, Addison: ‘‘ See in what 
peace a christian can die!” 

From the moment that he was attacked with his fatal 
illness, until his death, our city presented a scene of 
intense anxiety—all was enquiry, as to the state of the 
venerable sage, and each individual felt (unwilling as 
they were to believe it,) that one of the living pillars 
of the Temple of Liberty was stooping to its fall. His 
faults and his failings—if he had any—were alike for- 
gotten, and it was only remembered that one of the 
most brilliant minds that ever tenanted mortal form was 
about to return to its Maker—that one of the most pa- 
triotic and honest hearts that ever beat in mortal bosom, 
was about to cease its pulsation—that one of the most 
virtuous lives that ever adorned the Executive chair or 
Legislative Halls of this, or any other country, was! 
about to be closed. 6 

I marked the half-mast flag, the closed places of busi 
ness, and the dismal emblems of the relentless tyrant 
—Death, and felt that the times had come, when the 
revered form of him, whose inanimate remains lay 
within the walls of the Capitol, were to be consigned 
to the tomb—*‘ ashes to ashes and dust to dust!’”” What 
a lesson to frail mortals! When the great, the good, 
the noble, the eloquent, and the wise, are not spared, 
is it not presumption for those who possess few (if any) 
of these qualities, to think that there is ‘* time enough 
yet?’ It reminded me of the words of the Scripture: 
«¢ Remember, man, thow art but dust, and unto dust thou 
must return.”’ 

As his eulogy has been spoken in words of burning 
eloquence, in the appropriate places, I will not attempt 





to trespass upon hallowed ground, but will proceed to 
a description of the last sad rites which have been paid | 
to the memory of the departed Statesman. | 
Early on the morning of the 26th ult., the day ap-| 
pointed for the funeral, our city presented one vast 
scene of mourning and of commotion. The streets/ 
were crowded with people, all pressing onward, to 
gain a last look of the departed patriot, and the body, 
during the morning, until the hour appointed for the 
funeral, was viewed by several thousand persons.— 
Steeples of Engine houses, fronts of hotels, stores, and | 
in magy places, private dwelling-houses, were festooned | 
with Pick; whilst the deep booming of cannon from 
the Navy-yard and Arsenal, greatly increased the sol- | 
emnity otf the occasion. I particularly noticed the | 
beauty with which the Treasury Department, Franklin 
and Perseverance Engine Houses were decked in their 
sable habiliaments. 
I, myself, after being borne along, for some time, by 
the living tide, at length found myself in the presence 
of the dead. Never shall I forget the scene that there 
greeted my vision. In the softened and sombre light 
of the vast hall—there, in the broad aisle, surrounded 





with the representatives of every civilized nation, and | 


every star in this Union, lay the lamented dead, ‘* like 


a shock of corn fully ripe,” about to be gathered to 
his fathers, with the laurels of fame fresh upon his 








brow—fame, which even death itself cannot dim!— |
